Situ Francisco ami Oakland Contiii- 
geuts Form Separate Bodies— 
Ko Signs of Uoyement 



Atfnrnej- General OIney Issnes lU' 
listrnctions to Protect Northern 
«; Pacific Property. 



8ah Fbanoisoo, April 25. — The San 
Franoiseo and Oakland Indttitrials aro now 

two distinct and separate armies. This 
morning the San Franoiseo contingent with- 
drew from the C<irtier band and in future 
will have qaarters in some vaoant store 
houae. The Oakland army has been re- 
organized and now Dr. Smith is in solo 
charge with the title of Colonel. There are 
no signa of a movement l^inst by tho two 
ormioa. Tho San Francisco men took lunch 
tn-day with the Oakland army, which is 
fairly well provided with food and has a 
little over §100 in tho treasury. San Fran- 
cisco soldisra were out this afternoon aolio- 
iting fond, etc. 

St. Pai l, April 25. — Tho government haa 
resolved to apply tho stern hand of repres- 
sion upon tho 500 Coxoy cranks who aro fly- 
ing through Montana on a train they stole 
from tho Northern Paoifio railroad at Butte 
luat eveoing. U. S. Marshal Bede received 
tho following from Attorney-General Olney: 

" Exeonte any injunction or any other 
propess placed in your bands by a United 
States court for the proteation of persons or 
property against lawless violenoo by em- 
jiloying such number of depaties as may be 
necessary. If exeontionis resisted by force 
which cannot thus be ovoroome, let the 
jodee issuing the process wire tbe facta to 
tbe President, with the request for military 
aasiatanoe." 

About the same time Marshal Bedo re- 
ceived tho following from Judge Caldwell of 
the Unit"d States ciicuit court: 

"LiTTi.K Roci;:, Ark , April 2-1.— To tho 
United States marshal, diatrlct of Minne- 
sota, St. Paul, Minn: It the persons who 
forcibly and illegally seized a train of cars 
from tho Northern I'aoilio in Montana ho- 
longinc to tho rccoivera of the said road 
should briug tho same into your district it 
wsli bo your duty to seize tlie sumo and re- 
store the possession thereof to the receivers 
appointed by the United States circuit court 
for your district. It will bo your duty to 
summon a posse auliiclent for this purpose. 
The attorney-general of the United States 
has been requested to procure a direction to 
the general commandiog tbe department to 
render you any assistance necessary to exe- 
cute this order." 

Eli.icot City, Me., April 25. — Com- 
mander Clinton and his army of the Schuyl- 
kill met with a cold reception last evening, 
and were escorted out of town by tho nuthori- 
ties. The brigade arrived at 7 o'clock and 
p\*aded in vain for a place whereon to 
pitch their tents. Tho citizens were obdur- 
ate, and " move on " was the answer to all 
requests. After being turned away by a 
dozen residents, the Ccveyites began quar- 
reling among themselves, tho upshoc of 
which was that Clinton was deposed and 
Commissary Jackson elected chief. SherifT 
Fowler and State Attorney MoGuire mean- 
time appeared on the scene and ordered tbe 
brigade to leave the town at onoe, under 
pain of doing county work. The army left 
at S o'clock under the leadership of Jackson, 
for Aahton, about five miles west, where 
they expected to spend tho night. 

Portland, Ore., April iT) —The North- 
ern Paoifio freight train left Portland twenty 
minutes ahead of time last night, otherwise 
Coxey's army would have token posseaaion. 
The company had been warned, as were also 
the police. Forty of the latter were at the 
depot v/hon tho nieu marched there at riiuo. 
It waa tlien stated that ihoy would capture 
the 1 o'clock train on Wednesday morning, 
and every precaution waa taken to j;uard 
it, bub at 2 o'clock this morning they sud- 
denly left on foot, following tho Union l't\- 
cifio track. Tiiej' expected lo camp a short 
distance from tho city and there wait tho 
arrival of tho train. If a breach of tho 
p°ace occurs trouble will follow, for there 
is no sentimentality about the Portland 
authorities. 

AVasuincton, April 25, — Tho department 
of justice hua directed the U. S. niaraliai at 
liiaiiiarck, N.I)., to execute any injunction 
or process for the protection oi the North- 
ern I'aoilio property from the Coxeyites. Ho 
is further instructed to call on tho President 
for troops if necessary. Tho distriot com- 
miasioners took no action on tho petition. 
Coxoyito sympathizers are asking that tho 
Commonwealera be allowed to hold streot 
meetings. 

FiiEOERlOK, Md., April 25. — One hundred 
loaves of bread were sent to the Coxeyites' 
camp this morning, and the aympatby ot the 
citizens appears to be with the men. 

liiLLiNOS, Mont, April 26. — There was 
bloodshed here this morning in a conflict be- 
tween the train-stealing oontingent of 
Coxey'a army and a train load of U.S. 
dopui,y marabals. The Coxeyites were 
overtaken by a special train of marshals 
just as they entered the limits of the city. 
A posse at Columbus attempted to arrest 
the progress of the 500 unemployed who 
were in posaeasion of tho train. The two 
trains came on slowly during tho foreooon 
hours until this city was reached, whon 
a stop wos ordered. Marshal McDori.iott 
ordered tho leaders to surrender, and when 
they refused to do ao, a few of tho marshals 
without orders fired upon tho crowd of men 
on the cars. A few shots wore exchanged 
before tho marshal could regain control of 
hia mon. One deputy was seriously wound- 
ed and nine Coxoyitea woro shot in tho 
groin. MoUorniott decided that his force 
waa too small ond ordered them to ceaao 
firing. Tho captured train soon uftor pulled 
out. McUormott notified tho authorities 
that his force was inadcc|uato to capture 500 
mon. The troin has arrived at Forsythe, 
45 miles from Fort Keogh. 

Milks Citv, Mont., April 25 — Tho sol- 
diera at Fort Keogh have received orders to 
march at a moment'a notice. Tho stolon 
train will bo stopped at Keogh. At Liv- 
ingstone the crew of tho train took four 
empty boi-oara and a tool oar to remove 
tho rook reported to bo blown on the track. 
The train broke in the middle, and the en- 
gineer took the best locomotive in tbo round 
house. Orders came from Washington to 
tho commander of the department of Da- 
kota to use all the troops at his oomroand to 
detain tho Coxeyites.

WASinNdTON, April 25. — The British 
Minister, Sir George B«den-Powell, tho 

Canadian reprcEentative and Secretary Car- 
lisle conferred jgain to-day with regard to 
the sealing regulations. Ciiuada asks more 
than Iho United Stateg can concede, but tho 
negotiations are approaching a harmonious 
agreement. 

Seattle, April 25. — The government some 
months ago awarded to tho Union colliery 
company of Coniox, the contract for sup- 
plying coal after the patrol fleet reaches 
Alaska. There are several coaling places at 
Alaska and the Union colliery company 
under its contract will always have plenty 
of coal on hand whenever the boats want to 
toko on a supply. There are eight or ten 
boats in tho fleet and while on their way to 
Alaaka they will consume in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,000 tons of coal. In consequence 
the various coal companies of the North- 
west have been trying to secure a contract. 
This the Blue Canyon coal company and 
tho Fairhaven land company claim to have 
obtained after teats of the relative merits 
of their produota and those of the Black 
Diamond company. 



CHINESE WILES. 

Nnmcrous Orientals Take Advantace of Fair 
Concessions to Distribute Themselves 
Throngh the Country. 

San Francisco, April 25. — Aa many pre- 
dieted, tho Chinese took advantage of tho 
Midwinter Fair conoeaaion to bring in a num- 
ber of their countrymen intent on making 
a home in the United States. It was ropre- 
Bontcd that after the fair was over they 
would return to the Flowery Kingdom. 
That this assurance was only a misrepresent 
ation is evident from certain faots now in 
poBseasion of tho Federal officials. It is be- 
ieved that many of the " exhibitors " hai-o 
already bsen scattered throughout tho coun- 
try, ond that others were prepared to make 
prolonged stays in the land of plenty. This 
ia evident from the fact that five of them 
boldly attempted to take advantage of tho 
registration act. There aro but seven more 
days available for registration, and tho eati- 
mate of those unregiatered in San Francisco 
ranges from 3,OU0 to 6 000. 

EXCITEMENT AT BLUEPIBLDS. 

Me.iriiguan Troops Lauded niid Trouble 
Feared liotweeu Amerleiins iind 
Natives. 

Bluk',--ium)S, Nicaragua, April 25. — Since 
tho departure of the San Francisco for Port 
Limon to coal and to send a report to the 
Navy department of tbe situation here, 
there have been exciting evonts, with no 
bloodshed as yet. The oanse great uneasi- 
ness. Captain Wilson, of the San Fran- 
oiseo, left two officers here with instruo- 
tiona to proceed to Bama and investigate 
tho killing of an American named William 
VVilaon by the governor of that town. They 
have not returned, but a report reached 
here that the mail boat which plios between 
here and there, and which ilics tho Ameri- 
can flag, had been seized by Nicaraguana. 
A schooner load of Nicaraguan troopa has 
just been landed, having couio up from 
Greytown. It ia reported threo other boat 
lokda of troopa aro coming. Locaye was 
much ogitated whon he learned that tho 
troopa were about to land, as ho feared 
trouble would ensue with tho Americans 
and natives, especially us the man-of-war 
waa down at Poct Limon and would not re- 
turn for several days. 



COICERS, STRIKE. 

The Whole of tho Uen In the ConnellsrlUo 
District Expected to Go Out. 

CoMNELLSViiiLE, Pa,, April 26.— The men 

at a dozen or more coke plants laid down 
their tools yoatorday morning, causing a 
complete shut down, while at two-thirds of 
tho remaining works, part of tho men oamo 
out and others will join them in o day or two. 
The 5,000 n)on in this seotlon of tho eoke 
region woro expected to stop work to-day. 
Tho Cambrian mon, numbering 2,000, are 
expected to lead tho striko. At a largo 
mooting held at the Morroll works tho mon 
voted to join tbe strike and force all others 
out who refuse to do so peaceably. Another 
meeting attended by 3,000 men was held at 
Vanderbilt, and eimilar resolutions were 
puaaod, Tho Frlok employes at Loieonring, 
Nos. I and 2, and Trotter, will continue at 
work, Tho oompaay called upon the sherifT 
to-day for protection ; but received word 
that all the depaties that could bo aeourod 
wjre at the works of other operatorf.

BRITISH BARK A&ROUND. 

Seafiwing Hen at a loaa to Know What She 
Can Be— Wreckage Floatlny: About. 

San Francisco, April 25,— A British 
bark ia aground on a reef about 15 miles 
west of the straits of Lemaire. Tho disas- 
ter waa reported in San Francir-c-i to- day by 
Capt. Gibbs of the four-masted bi.r k Olym- 
pic, which made the trip from 
Now York in 114 days. Captain 
Gibba aays that tho stranded vessel 
was about on an even keel when l .o passed 
her, February 25, All her mints were 
standing and the rigging seemed to be in 
fair trim, but there waa no signa of life 
about the veosel. The Olympic passed 
within two miles of her, hut could nob 
make out tho name ; the hull waa 
then pretty high out of water, and she had 
black painted ports along her sides. Sea- 
faring men aro at a loss to know what ves- 
sel she can bo. Some of them say she must 
be tho Crown of Italy, but it 
hardly probable, aa that ves- 
sel lost one of her masts when 
she struck, and the crow that left licr soon 
afterwards reported great quantitiea of 
wreckage floating about. Tho Crown of 
Italy was in a position whe;e she 
would be exposed to storms, and there 
ia every reason to believe that she 
has gone to pieces long ago. Others 
say she niuat bo tho J. W. Henry, 155 days 
out from Baltimore, for this port. The 
Henry is an American ship and she has, not 
been reporthd spoken since she left for' her 
trip around the Horn. Her description 
does not agree with that of the vessel re- 
ported by Captain Gibbs, but they think he 
might have made mistake in her rig and 
nationality.

Hippolyte Makes Uii With Ills Rival, Legl- 
tlnie-WUo Is blkely to bo tho 
Next President. 

New York, April 25. — The latest news- 
papers from Port au Prince, Hnyti, bring 
news .of an unusnal ohacaoter. Instead of 
news of murder and revolntion, L'Upinione 
Nationalo publishes, in very largo and black 
typo, tho announcement that President 
Hippolyto hao forgiven his old enemy. 
Legitime, and has invited him to return to 
Hnyti, ;.iid thiit ho has urged tho chamber 
to penpion Legitime, on tho grounds that 
Legitime is an ex-president of i,ho Black Ro- 
public. The reconciliation is apparently 
genuino aud ooniplotc, for Hippolyte's en- 
tire cjibinot joined in olfering a welcome to 
the exile. Legitime has been living in 
Kingston, .Jamaica, ever sinno ho was over- 
thrown by Hippolyto in ISHI) For some 
time ho plotted to overthrow tho latter, but 
finally ho abandoned Bohoming to live a 
quiet lifo, and the leadership of the malcon- 
tents passed into the hands of Gen. 
Manigat, likewise an exilo at Kingston. 

The political inducements which urged 
Hippolyto to become reooncilod to his old 
enemy are doubtless that be makes himself 
jby this means more seonre in power. His 
aaherenta'are mostly in' the northern pro- 
vince of the island, while Legitime is very 
strong in the south. It is now understood, 
although theHaytion newspapers do not say 
so, that Legitime will be president in 1897, 
when Hippolyte's term, expires. In the 
meantime the latter will be secure from 
Logitimo's plottings, and both can use their 
influence to defeat the schemes of General 
Manigat and his followers.

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THE PREMIER'S TOUR. 



A Splendid MeetiDg- at Euglislmuiu's 
Eiver— Mf. Brydeii's Caudi- 
datiire Endorsed. 

Bepreaentative Settlers State the 
Wauta ot Their District and 
Ask Pointed Questions. 



EngliBhiTi:iu'a U'ver, whero a public mool;- 
. ing in tbs series thronghoat the Province to 
be addreBsed by the Premier was held on 

Tuesday afcoruooo, is about twenty miloa 
from VVelliugtioa on the stage route to 
Alborni ; and tho qoveranient party startud 
for thoro from VVelliuycrn oi\rly in tlio foro 
noon. With Hon. Mr. Divio were W. J. 
Sutton, hie oolleagua in the oudidature for 
Cowiohan-AlbernI, "and John Bryden, the 
nominee of the government supporters for 
the district of North Nanaimo, in which 
outsido of Wellington tho Engliahinan'a 
R vcr aeotion occupies one of the most 
impi rait planes in thn number and iriflucnco 
of itB VDtiug po[)ii!u',ioa. Tho publio road 
id an excellent ouo lor a thinly settled dia 
triot, but iho opportunity wua tukni c,f in- 
viting tho Premier a attention, us the 
party mado tho naceut, to aoverul very 
heavy jirudes which it is hoped will bo 
moderated or avoided if pooaiblo as soon ua 
money id available. From the farms in tho 
Bholtered valleya along tho routo, the runoli- 
ora turned out to jmu in tho procesHion to 
the meeting place, which was the disttict 
eohoolhouae, »nd tho spuoioun yard of tho 
comfoitible inn ab the post ollico presentod 
a holiday appearance by tho time the meet- 
Iti^' opened, containing as it did 
a groit nuiiibor of tho exoellont 
turiiuuta of tho enterprising ranchers. 
This district is noted for tho good 
feeling between the oottlers, and their hos- 
pitality, for they have not allowed their 
isolated position to cause them to neglect 
the cultivation of tho mental graces, or to 
forgot the superior educational attainments 
which it is evident very many of them ac- 
quired in the cities of tho mother country or 
in Kistoru Canada before taking up in 
British Columbia the agricultural pursuits 
to wbieh thoy are now devoting thinr atten- 
tion. It would be hard to bring together in 
any community a better informed audience, 
or one more capable of correctly estimating 
the statements laid before it, than that 
which filled the sohoolhouse when the meet- 
ing opened at abont three 6'olook. Xbe ab- 
tendanos was drawn not only from the im- 
mediate seotion, but also ibolnded repre- 
sentative men from Frenob Creek, Ll'.ile 
Qaalioum and Eriington. For obairmun, 
tho unanimona choice of the meetinft was 
Henry Pillar, wlio oonj^ratuliited tlie elect- 
ors upon the attendance and the Premier 
upon the exceptional opportunity he now 
had to explain the polioy and aots of the 
government. He invited the Premier and 
Mr. Bryden to seats upon the platform, and 
called upon the fiisc named for a apeech. 

Hon. Mr. Davie reapojidcd in an address 
occupying about an hour and a half in de- 
livery, in which he dealt particularly with 
tho pointa of the govtrnment's policy which 
have been challengtd by their oppcncnta. 
His apeeoh was in subavanoo necessarily a 
repetition of thoso delivered at tho previ- 
ous meetings, and in the legislature, but 
the Premier, who wua in particularly good 
form, by a series of simple illustrationa 
mado hia pointa so clenr that they were at 
ones Been and readily appreciated by tho«e 
who had not studied hIa previous efforts. This 
was noticeably the caeo in the matter of tho 
Nakuap and Slocan railway, which had 
forniea the burden of complaint in tho ad- 
dreaaea reported as having been de- 
livered on behalf of the opposition 
in this same sohoolhouse last Saturday, at 
what has been grandly described aa a repro- 
aentative meeting of tho farmers of the dis- 
trict, but which turns out; to have been at 
tended by only eight persons, some of 
v/hom were prompted more by curiosity 
than by any feeling of hostility to the gov- 
ernment. The Premier 'd references to thia 
alleged " representative meeting" brought 
hearty laughter from the audience. He wua 
repeatedly applauded us lie proceeded with 
hia explanation, and showed that the chungo 
in tho form of the guarantee has been a 
decided saving to the oonntry, and 
that the forty per cent, of the gross earn- 
ings to be paid over to the government 
will ofiftet in very large proportion if not 
altogether the liability aBsunied on behalf of 
the Province. He noticed, he said, that in 
the reports of the alleged meeting which 
had been circulated, it is stated that those 
present endorsed the Kanaimo Reform 
Club's platform, and tlie general policy of 
the oppntition, but ho thought the opposi- 
tion policy has only to be stated to show the 
absurdity of snppoeing that this district 
would countenance it. Iq that part of it 
deacribed by thfir ^rgan iho Columbian us 
tho " woikiugn aii\i pltitform," he taw that 
they would miik' ^opulatinii the only basis 
of ropresentaiiuti, and this ho pointed out 
would give tho four cities of tho province 
moro than threc-fouriha of the representa- 
tion in the legialaturo, while the country 
diatriota, without, ••■/hnso products tho cities 
could not e.tist, would have practically no 
influonco iii tho houao. For himaelf, he 
thought tho important interests of the coun- 
try districts not at all ovor-repreaeuted at 
present. He noticed that tho opposition 
speakers in this district had tho other 
night put forward aa thoir own suggestion 
the very idea with respect to government 
assistance to settlers which ho had exprosted 
at Kauaimo last full, when tho Columbian 
had ridiculed him, saying that ho proposed 
that tho government should be an " uncle " 
to tho f.iimers, and other things to like 
cfTout. VVith respect to tho Comox road, 
aa he had bcforo said ho wua heartily in 
favor of it, and would take the 
matter up as soon as piyoticablo, for 
he thought it about time that that part of 
tho country should have a show. (Applause.) 
He wiahed to say in oonclnsion that in com- 
ing before the electors for endorsation cf his 
Kcveroment-he toolc one stand iknd only one, 
that it is the dnty of the government to 
promote to the beat of their ability the de- 
velopment of the ootfntty and its material 
prosperity, which he oonaidered have beon 
well looked after In the past, and he hoped 
would be hotter looked after in the future. 
(Great applause ) 

THE NORTH NANAIJIO CANDIDATK. 

The Chairman in a few complimentary 
words introduced John Bryden, the govern- 
ment candidate for North Nanaimo, who 
came forward amidst applause. 

Mr. Bryden at tho outeot explained that 
when at the meeting held at Wellington a 
few weeks ago he aisoepted the nomination 
of the party, he oonsented iou;tlje'6no bondi- 
tionthat he.shoald be the nnaiiimoas choice, 
and -be WAS J glad '/that ao-far be had not 
noticed any dissent oh the part of the gov- 
ernment supporters in the distriot. (Ap- 
plause.) Hia calling necessitated a groat 
deal of thought with little to aay, and ho 
would endeavor to oome similarly to the 
point here. Ho had watched the measures 
introduoed by the presebt government, and 
bad conourced in thtm in a general WAy; 



porb-ipu if better posted ho might have cou- 
curred in them fully. One matter couoorn- 
ing wliieh he had been a good deal mystifi' d 
by wh.it hu I'liw \a tho opposition pii sa uau 
tho N .kusp &, 81ocan railway, luic haviii.n 
hoard the explanation by thu Premier ho 
now felt clear and SiitieQod upon that cub- 
ject. The opprsition spoakers havp, 
according to tho reports, told the 
publio meetings that the goverun out 
have guaranteed the principal and 
interest on §17,500 a mile expended in the 
c nstruotion ot the road, but they have 
failed to etutr, as they to be fair should have 
stated, that tho government will on the 
other hand receive forty per cent, of the 
gross earnings of the road. If it can be op- 
erattd for sixty per cent, of the gross earn- 
inga ho thought that surely forty per cent, 
will do a good deal to meet the interest and 
sinking fund of the guarantee. (Hear, hoar!) 
If the minerals of the country to be corved 
are only half so valuable as thoy are said to 
bo, in twonty-fivo years the porcontage will, 
ho folt convinced, fully cover §17,500 a 
mile and intercat, so that the province will 
bo out nothing, but rather will gain by the 
opening up of tho country. While he did 
not object to thus assisting in developing 
tho riah mineral lodes, ho wiahed to havo 
something done in this N»naimo dis- 
triot also ; and ho felt that no doubt tho 
government will be able soon to find some- 
thing for the roads there ' (Hon. Mr. 
Davie— Hear, hear I], which he thought cap- 
able of great improvement with respect to 
the many heavy bills and sharp carves. He 
hud made freqnent effortai to have 
the trunk road extended to Co- 
mox, so as to give better facilities 
for tbetcaffle, of that part of .the oonntry. 
He felt that the extension of this road 
would give a valuable outlet to the prodnoe 
of tho f]anaimo district, and at all events it 
would give a ohoice of markets. To state 
his general position, if he did not fully on- 
dorse the policy of tlio government, he be- 
lieved it to be in the right direotion and a 
progresaive one, such aa needed lor this 
country. (Applause.) 

(.lUESTIONS AN'SWEUED. 

A number of questions handed in to tho 
Chairman were put by him and anawerod aa 
follows : 

1. If elected, will you assist in getting 
the owners of the Joan to havo her call at 
Beaver creek wharf on her return trip tho 
same week as she goes up V 

Mr. Bryden said he hud already spoken on 
this Bubjeot to Mr. DuLainuir, who said that 
ho would be only too happy to havo the 
steamer call if freight cii'ered. Ho sug- 
gested that when a call waa desired a flag 
should be hoisted on tho wharf. 

Tho Chairman remarked that sine.) tho 
ateamor had commenced to call, thu busi- 
ness of the locality had increased consider- 
ably, and ho thought that if it called on tho 
down trip aa well as going up there would 
bo a further increase. 

2. Will you, if elected, vote for the im- 
mediate completion of the trunk road to 
Comox ? 

Mr. Bryden — That is one of the matters I 
have already talked about, and havo urged 
in private. I think a good road right 
through to Comnx very desirable, and I 
shall use what influence I oan to secure it, 
whether elected or not. 

.3. If elected will yon nse your influence 
to acouro the completion of the railway from 
Wellington to Comox } 

Mr. Bryden— This is an open question 
which bas' been diaousaed time and time 
again. Last summer a system of surveys 
of the country was csmmenoed, and it is de- 
sirable that before these aurveys are com- 
pleted tlie road sbonld be located, but owing 
tu the financial depression the prospect ban 
not been encoaraging. Of oonrse, it must 
bs remembered that the E. & N. raiht ay 
is not paying, and it would be almost foolish 
in mo to promise to urce the extension of 
the line before the trafiio warrants it. I 
know that Mr. Dunsmuir would like to see 
thia road built, to give connection with the 
Comox mines. 

4 Will you vote for a change in tho law 
restricting bush fires from May to October, 
to from Juno to Augu»f, to give a ch.inoc to 
the farincra to clear utf their land? 

Mr. liryden — I am ijuito sure that the? 
government would in any way accede to a 
reanonuble desire of thia nature, if it is tho 
wish of the aettlera. I would urge the mat- 
ter as strodgly as possible, not omitting, 
however, tho consideration of the danger of 
bush tires. 

5. Will you pledge yourself if elected to 
call a meeting here say in January in eac5 
year and addreaa the olectora 't 

Mr. liryden — 1 slinuld be pleaaed to meet 
you, hut I would rather not promise an ad- 
dress. (Laughter.) We could get to know 
each other bel ter through an informal talk 
than through set speeches (Applause. ) 

Tho Chairman s.iid ho thought the remain- 
ing questions ho had before hini came rather 
wiihin the province of tlia Premier, to 
whom ho would accordingly put them : 

U. Would you vote for the entire repeal 
of the tax on improvements, which is a tax 
upon indnatry and in favor of Idleness ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that his idea on 
this matter was made dear by bis introduc- 
tion last year of a bill for the abolition of 
the tax on improvements ; whioh, however, 
tha house had been willing to adopt to the 
extent of only ono-half, and a law to that 
oiTuco was accordingly passed. He did not 
wish to tax thrift whilo tho man who does 
nothing escapes (Applause.) 

Would you be favorable to a law for 
tho better protection of cattle againstshoot. 
nu and stealing? 

Hon. Mr. Davio said he thought tho law 
strong enough at present, but thoro is cer- 
tainly a defect in administering it. Tho 
government have given tho matter consider- 
able attention and a naphtha launch has 
b^onaont to ply about tho Straits with good 
eirect, a resident constablo hero being also 
appointed. His efforts in this connection 
would bo continued. Tho only really 
effective plan, ho thought, would bo to havo 
a vessel to patrol tho coast, a matter for tho 
Dominion government, to whom ho had re- 
cently nmdo very strong repreeontations, 

8. Would tho government allow settlers 
in thia district to appoint an executive com- 
mittce annually to apportion the money 
voted for it ? 

Hon. Mr. Davio said ho believed this 
plan has been tried at Dcnman Island and 
works very successfully. Ho folt sure that 
tho Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works would bo only too glad to havo the 
matter of the apportioumonc taken off hia 
shoulders, and he (Hon. Mr. Davie) had 
made aaoh a suggestion as this in Cowiohan. 
(Applause.)- » > ' -V-: ; 

9. Would they allow ua to appoint road 
bosses annually, sabjeot to the approval of 
tho government ? ' , , 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid this was praotioally 
tho same thing aa deall; witil in.'tbe' lBBt 
question, and he folt that' the Chief Com. 
misoionor would gladly have this responai- 
bility taken oil hia abonlders. 

10. Wo wish to call the attention of tho 
gnvornmont to tho jam in the Englishman's 
Rivor, and are onxious to know if thoy will 
do anything for the removal of the same ? 

Hon. Mr. Davio said ho was sorry hia at- 
tention had not been called to thia matter 
when tho appropriations cf 51,500 in each 
case for removing obstructions in four other 
rivers wore before tho houao. Ho thought

mise, yet they inveigh against tho Govern- 
ment ua violently and as bitterly ns if their 
charge was beyond question true. 

It is jast possible that the griof and tho 
iodignation of tho nrpiane are put on for a 
purpose. They are very badly off for poli- 
oal capital, and thay may think that if they 
can, by hook or by crook, fasten the charge 
of forcing Mr, Brown out of politics on the 
Premier and his colleagues, they may injure 
tho elootion proapeota of tho Govornmcnt 
party. The trick ia a nhullo\v one and tho 
chance of it suoooeding excoodingly slim, 
but it is evidently considered by the organs 
worth trying. They seize upon this imagin- 
ary grievance which thoy have manufac- 
tirod, with as uiuch eagerness as a drowning 
man does a straw, and with, we have no 
doubt, pretty muoh the same eCfeot.

A DISMAL BOWL. 

The Opposition organs are roiaing a dole- 
ful lament about the retirement of Mr, 
Brown, of Westminster, from the political 
arena. One would think from their desp.iir 
ing tone that Mr. Brown is in their caiima 
tion that wonderful, and what many con 
eider impoasihle being, " the indispensable 
man," Good men must be very scarce in 
deed in the ranks of the Opposition when 
their newspaper organs deplore in such dis 
mal tones the loss of a man of nothing moro 
than fair attainments and roapectablo abii 
ity. They ceriuinly are to bo pitied when 
they can see no one fitted to fill tho place 
in tho Legialiture and in their party which 
Mr. Brown occupied. 

Besides, the loss of that gentleman as a 
co-laborer or a leader was a miefortuno that 
the diBoerning men among them might havo 
foreseen many months ago. Tho wonder 
to ua in, that .Mr. Brown was porniitted to 
remain so long a member of tho Legislature 
of the Province. His position was snob that 
he and his friends might have expected (hat 
ho would bo required any day daring the 
last four yeara to choose between politios 
and the public eerviee. 

Tho PostmnBter General expects that poat' 
masters shall give their undivided attention 
to their official duties, and that they shall 
not occupy positions in which thoy may be 
regarded with distrust by any considerable 
proportion of the community in which they 
are plac;;d. An incident took place in On- 
tario not very long ago which might have 
shown all who knew of it that Mr. Brown's 
retention of his plaoe in the Legislature 
while he held the offloe of postmaster, 
was exceedingly iDSOoure. The ques- 
tion was raised in that province whether 
it was proper for a postmaster to hold 
tho ollieu of mayor nr alderman, and the 
dooioion of the Head of tho Department 
was, as we are Informed, that it is not ex- 
pedient for a citizen filling the office of 
postmaster to bo a member of tho Corpora- 
tion, Not many months ago, wo aro told, 
a circular was isaued by the Department 
informing poaUiiaatera of tho uouolusion at' 
which tho Government had arrived. If it 
was considered inexpedient that postmas. 
ters shonld accept positions in municipali- 
ties, it doea not require much discommon t 
to 800 that the objeotions to a poatmnaler 
taking an active part in tho political con- 
toalB of a province and occupying a plaoo in 
its legislature must be very muoh stronger. 
It mast oooar to everyone capable of 
reasoning that if the . Oovernment con- 
siders it wrong in a postmaslur to 
take tho position of mayor or common 
oounoillor, it must look upon hia oooupyinj; 
a seat in the Provincial Lcgialaturo as still 
moro objectionable. It follows, then, that 
the politloal postmaster who saw or heard 
of the departmental circular relative to 
postmasters being civic officials, must have 
felt that he would soon be required to give 
up either politica or his post ofTice. 

Tho Opposition organs, instead of looking 
upon Mr. Brown's retirement as tho most 
SBtaral thing in the world— as it certainly 
was— must go out of their way to accuse the 
Provincial Oovernment of forcing Mr. 
Brown to choose between his continuauoo in 
the WoBtminstor post ofBco and a political 
o»reor. It ia easily aoon that this accusa- 
tion is based on nothing more than a Bur> 



A SEIiimS or SUCCESSES. 

Tho meetiuga addressed by the Premier 
at Duncan's, Wellington and Englishman's 
River, havo been a happy beginning of the 
series which he intends to hold in all parts 
of the Province. At Duncan's he was . at 
homo, iu hia own constituoacy, which iiue 
never wavered in the conOdenco reposed in 
him, but at the other two places ho was ia 
a favorite stamping ground of the Opposi- 
tion, and tho cordiality of hia reception and 
tho apparent support uf the grout majority 
of thoso who attended tho meetiuga 
havo therefore special significance. Too 
selfction of Mr. Brydon as tho (loverniiient 
candidate for North Nanaimo, no doubt lias 
strengthened the party in \Yellingion, 
where he is exceedingly popular, and it ap- 
pears that in Bogliahman'a llivcr, another 
Important section of the conatituonoy, tho 
Governmont candiilato ia (■(iiinlly popular. 
At the largo meeting at the laat uanicd 
place all except four persons, who sat silent, 
formally and cordially approved the candi- 
dature of Mr, Bryden and endorsed the 
policy of tho Government, In the South 
riding of Nanuimo L)iatrict, and in l4anaimo 
City, the prospects ci the Government are 
also cheering. 

THE STAFF OF LIFE. 

An effort is being made to convince the 
farmers of the United States that it does not 
pay to raise wheat. And if present prices 
are to continue, there oan be no qaeatiou 
that those who discourage the cultivation of 
wheat aro right. J. F. Todd, a commis- 
sioner of labor in the United States, has 
calculated that the farmers of Karsas alone 
have in the laat ten years lost §255.000,000 
on their wheat crop. He adduces figures to 
show that the sellinf; price of wheat has 
been for several years 4'i cents a bushel be- 
low the cost of productiou, Tho great 
majority of tho farmers of Kansas are of tho 
same opinion as Commissioner Todd. A« 
many as 1,241 of his farmer correBpondenls 
tell bini that it does not pay to raise wheat, 
while only 41 are of a different opinion. 

There can be no doubt that the supply of 
wheat hoa for the laat few yoara exceeded 
the demand. This ia tho only rational way 
in which tho great full in the price of wlicat 
can be accounted for. And, after all, there 
ia no mystery in the matter. The available 
wheat-producing area of the world has been 
greatly increased of late years. Millions of 
acres have been redeemed from the wilder- 
ness in tho Western and North-Weatorn 
States, The development of tho great 
region of the Canadian Northwest bus com- 
menced. Its posBibilitiea as a wheat- pro- 
ducing region have only begun to be real- 
ized, India has been sending her surplus 
wheat to the European market ; so has 
Egypt- Tho railroad has brought regions 
tliat were until lately unknown as wheat- 
producing, near to tho sea-board. '^This pro- 
cess is still going on in America, Asia and 
Africa. Very few, indeed, have any ade- 
quate conception of the agricultural oapa- 
bilitios of the last-named continent. It 
contains vast areas of fertile land, which 
have been hitherto unknown to the civilized 
world. But the process of opening up 
Africa has commenced, and it will no doubt 
proceed rapidly. The grain producing land 
of that continent will then be made avail- 
able. Then the Russian PaciQo railway, 
now in course of construction, will place 
new wheat lands within reach of tho mar- 
kets of the East and tho West. The pros- 
pect is that the process which of lute years 
h kg been so effective in lowering the price 
of wheat, or rather of increasing the supply 
of wheat, will go on for an indefinite time 
to come. Those, therefore, who are calcu- 
lating on a sudden and a permanent rise iu 
tho price of wheat will, wo believe, if 
seasons continue favorable to its growth, bo 
disappointed. 

This is not, in our opinion, a misfortune. 
Tho world was not made for spooulatora in 
wheat or any other commodity. What is 
needed is, wo believe, a much lorger rural 
population than now exists, Tho greater 
proportion of tho wheat raised should bo 
consumed on the land that yields it. Wheat 
should not be raised by speculative farmers 
for tho markets of tho world, but by tho 
actual tillers of tho soil to be consumed by 
thcinselvca and their families, with only a 
comparatively small surplus for export. 
Fifty years ago tho great bulk of the popu- 
lation of the United States and Canada were 
scattered over the country cultivating the 
land mainly for their own aubsiatonoe. The 
growing nation had o splendid appetite and 
conaumod nearly tsll the food it raised. A 
comparatively small quantity was aont to 
other countrioa, and luxuries were few. Ia 
it not possible to revert to something like 
this state of things. If the population 
which is now congeated in overgrown 
cities wore spread over the land, if 
the men who aro now starving or earning a 
poor and precarious living in tho oeutroa of 
population or wandering over the country 
in swarms in the vain hope of bettering 
their condition by gpvernmental interfer- 
ence, were cultivating tho land and raising 
on it, beaidcB wheat, healthy and happy 
families, would not ^tbe condition of the 



whole people be vastly improved, and would 
there not be fewer complaints about the low 
price of wheat ? There is plenty of land on 
the continent to give every man who ia able 
and willing to work it as big a farm as he 
can till, and with proper care there will bo 
plenty for many r long day to opme. Some- 
thing must be' wrong some wHere when men 
are starving in the citiea and wandering on 
tho roads without employment, when there 
are millions upon millions of acres of fertile 
land lying waste, 

NOT YBT KILLED. 

Tho Wilson bill has been so long before 
the Senate, and hae been so greatly altered 
in committee, that there are many both in 
tho United States and Canada who havo 
come to tho conclusion that the measure will 
never become law. This is not the opinion 
of tho Portland Oregonian, which is a well- 
informed journal, and one which takes un 
eager interest in the progress of tho bill. It 
cannot be said that the wish is father to 
tho thoiiglit in tho c\se of the Orogonian, 
for it is opposed to tariff reform and would 
be ulad to see tho bill thrown out. 

Our Portland contemporary not only bo- 
lievcs that the bill will become law, but it 
ia of opinion that it will be restored to some- 
thing like its original shape. It says, among 
other things: 

Thoso who believe that the tariff bill will 
be defeated somehow deceivo thomaelvcs. 
It will not bo defeated. It will bjcome law, 
more nearly in its original form tlian that of 
the aorialo aubatiluto, and tho country will 
liave to ailjuat ita Iniaiiieaa and iniluatry to 
new ooiiiiiiinoa aa it iiuiy. Ii would bo folly 
to cheriah fiilHC ho|ir,'! iii this matter. *■ * 
Moreover, the bill lu likely to Ijo reeaet 
int I) uoniulhing li!:e ilH original {(jrii] liefiire 
il Iji'Cimioa l.iW ; tli.i;. io, iron ore and coal 
will !.;o biieU npnii the free lihl, ami pcriiapa 
aiif^ar, tlioiigh ihi.-f would be iiiero nnuiiiosa, 
The bill will pujK the Senate without many 
cliatiKea, lifter a prolonged ilebate, but prob- 
ably withdui factional obalruction on the 
part of the Itepublicmia. Then it will go to 
conference, with the franiera of the bill in 
either House as eouferr.:c8. When ropre- 
scntatives of tho House and Senate meet in 
conference, there can be no doubt which 
will sustain tho contest with most vigor and 
persistence.. 

The House haa become tho stronger branch 
of Congress in all mutters of legislation, and 
it is more united and more in earnest in its 
position upon this bill than the Senate. Aa 
it left the House, the Wilson bill was gener- 
ally satisfactory to that body, io ita tariff 
sections. The most bitter opposition in the 
House was to the income tax, which the 
Senate left untouched, and which, there- 
fore, will not come up in conference. On 
tho main questions which will come up in 
confereneo, the tax on noul and iron ore and 
sugar, tlio House ia united and determined, 
while the .Senate ia divided and weak. 

There is no doubt a large and an influen- 
tial party in the country which is opposed 
to the Wilson bill, but it is not to bo be- 
lieved that the advocates of tariff reform 
have ctiBuged their mind, or havo given up 
all hopes of fulfilling their pledges and of 
carrying out their intentlona. They are 
still numerons and enthusiastic, and they 
have the President at their head, who is 
atill undismayed 

THE OPPOSITlOy TlCk'hJT. 

The Opposition, we see, have named their 
" straight ticket," or perhaps it would hi 
moro correct to say that some of ihe inem 
bora, who mot in the Philharmonic Hall on 
Tuesday evening, selected the Hon. Mr, 
I?oaven, Dr. Milne, Mr. Arthur Dutton and 
Mr. W. C. Cameron us the City candidates 
of tho pjrty in oppoBition to the Govtrn- 
mont. Whether tho party as a whole feel 
disposed to endorao the action of the meet- 
ing doea not yet appear. The Times in ita 
announcement says nothing about the plat 
form on which tho four gentlemen named 
stand. This no doubt will also bo made 
known some day iu the future.

The Arion Club, Mr. William Greig con 
duotor, gave their third, and in general os 
timation best, concert of the season at In- 
stitute hall yoatorday evening, a large, 
fashionable and thoroughly musical audience 
of invited friends enjoying the feast. The 
programme was arranged ae admirably as it 
waa presented, and contained something for 
all tustea and every fancy — tho vividly de- 
scriptive, quaintly humorous, romantic, 
lively, sentimental and heroic. Each num- 
ber was interpreted in itu true spirit, oven 
those of the listenora loaat cduoated in 
music understanding without tffort the 
meaning of the songs. Assisting the Giub 
were Mr. R. Eurick, solo pianist (a recent 
arrival in the oity, well-roconimended from 
European conserva> ories), and Messrs. Par- 
fit, F. Hall and H. Burkholder— who fur- 
nished the string accompaniment to tho 
ninth number, introductory of the conclud- 
ing half of the programme. There woro in 
all thirteen numbers provided, but all or al- 
most all were a > heartily applauded that the 
club kindly gratified tho expressed desire 
for repetitions. 

Appropriate to the season, the first num- 
ber of tho evening was the "Spring Song"— 
an airy, breezy, invigorating appetizer, if 
auch were needed. Then followed the woird 
"Song of Hirold Harfager " (H, Werner), a 
typical ballad of the Norse— a wail and a 
pu n of martial pride in glorious history ond 
valorous succeaa. 

Johanuea Br»hm'a"LulIaby," whose words 
are aa simply aweot as its gentle melody, 
came in agreeable contrast next, preluding 
the solo (for tenor) " Hie Thee, Shallop" (F. 
Kuehen), by Mr. E. H. Ruaaoll, tho club ac- 
companying. The flong is of tho character 
best suited to Mr. Huaaell'a familiar voice, 
and its execution waa aa thoroughly satisfac- 
tory aa anyone could desire. 

"Soumi's Song" (Franz Moir) waa to 
many the bright gem of tho evening, show- 
ing as it did to fuUeat advantage the splen- 
did blending of tho voices and the excellent 
(|uulity of the baaa. Thia foundation and 
groundwork of the nniaic, swollod and 
throbbed through in like a grand organ note, 
throwing into hurm(mioua relief tho tenor, 
and perfecting a result oluirnnng to tho ear 
as well aa artiotically perfect. 

Fun, free and jovial and running over, 
jjjrought tho audience heartily in ayuipathy 
'with Measra. George bheddau, J. A. Grant 
and C. W. Rhodes in their trio " Maiden 
Fair" (Haydn), and equally full of humor, 
though humor of a more anbdued and 
quainter order, was "A Canon" (Biaec- 
hofer), by tho club. 

A good choice had been made in the ae.'.oo- 
tion of the aoloiats for the deaoriptivo piece 
"Lord Uilin'a DiUghter " (Alfred H. Gaul), 
Mr. E. A Wolffs aweot, pure tenor, Mr. 
Herbert Kent'a manly, ringing baritone, 
and Mr. Percy Wollaston'a reaonant and 
filling bass being just what was required 
for tho delineation of tho oharooters ;. the 
story being told most effectively by the 
club, who in this number quite as well ae in 
any other during the evening demonstr.'vted 
the thoroughness of their instruction and 
tho keen perception of their leader of the 
true effects of strength and shading. 

Tho serenade " Dearest Awake," (A. M. 
Storch), with string and piano aooompani- 
ment, (Mesara. K J. Middlelon, S. Y. 
Woottou, W. H. Pegram and George Jay 
forming the quartette) which introduced the 
final half of the programme, waa very well 
received, a proof of popularity being the 
vooiforoua demand (for it was almost too 
doiiionstrative to be a requesi) for 
an encore. " The Song of tho Pedlar " (C. 
Loo William?) waa given with grace and 
humor; while "(5ood Night" (F. Kuchen) 
and "King Witlaf'a Drmking Horn" (J. 
L. Hatton) introduced tho club again in 
dreamy lullaby and picturesque descriptive 
respectively. 

ilr. Eurick choao for hia number Liszt's 
pianoforte fantasia " Norn)tt," and so well 
pleased hia audience (ihe first public gath- 
ering which has had the pleasure of lister" 
to hia music in Victoria) that a return 
tho inalrument was demanded, Mr. 
Eurick responding tn tho call and giving 
one of Mendelspnhn Bartholdy'sSorgs With- 
out Worda, a d ilicult eolection executtd in a 
manner distinctly creditable. 

To do full jmtion to tho merits of tho 
concert aa a whole or to the individual 
numbers making up tho programme, is es- 
sentially the province of the specially edu- 
cated mufiical critic, who, captious and 
capricipus as he might be, would find little 
to suggest and much to praise.

The Northern Paoifio steamahip Mogul 
bode furowoll to Victoria yesterday. She 
arrived from tho Sound at '9:1)0 a.m. and 
sailed a few hours hitor for Yokohama. Hor 
cargo, inolniling about -50 toua from Vic- 
toria, ia an uuuaually heavy one, conaisting 
of 3,000 tooa, of whiob 2,250 tons are flour. 
Included also in the cargo are three oars of 
lumber for Hongkong, to be used there in 
making barrels. As passengers the steamer 
took from hero 75 Chinese and Japanese, 
and five in the saloon. Henry N. Graoey, 
United States marshal at Fooohow, who has 
charce of shipping for Dodwell, Carlill 
&. Co. there, left for Foochow. 
When ho lands there ho will 
have complelod a trip around the 
world. He left that place December 10, by 
tho French Mail Steamship line, landing at 
Port Said and then traveling over Egypt, 
Italy, France, Switzerland and England. 
Ho spent; three weeks at his home in Uoaton, 
then resumed his juurney. Ho climbed M , 
Vesuvius, and came near being killed llii>ro 
by sulphur fumea from the cr>»it»r. The 
smoko was so thick that tha guides otuiul 
not see their way to esoapo. Had not. u 
wind sprung up and lifted tho smoko ihe 
entire party would have perished. Seooii 
Officer Alwin and Third Officer Bernor nt 
the Mogul are hoping that they will be 
transferred to the steamer Sikh, which 
takes tho Mogul's place ac Hong Kong. 
They prefer to keep the run they are now on.

The Henry Dennis was insured for §9,000, 
and the losa to Captain Nixon will not bo aa 
severe as it mighh have been. Tho vessel 
was fully worth §12,000. Captain Nixon 
pain §10,000 for tha schooner in 1S90. 
The Denuia was built In 1SS5 at Essex, 
Mass., for work in mackerel Ksliing, 
and was set down as the fineab vopkoI 
aQoat for tho business at thut time. 
She was bought by Prey, Norton & Brown, 
who placed Captain Lavender in charge of 
hor, and she was brought around Cape Horn 
to Pugot Sound, arriving in 1S80 She was 
uaed ono year in the sealing businosa here 
by her thiee owners and then sold to Cap- 
tain INixon. She was thoroughly metaled 
and coppered, and the copper in her was 
worth what the wreck sold for.

JIR IIHYDEN ENDORSED. 

W. H. Lee being called upon exprcseed 
his aatiafaotion as a voter thut a man so 
worthy as Mr. Bryden had come forward as 
a candidate. He hoped the people would 
not be led away by the eleotioa ,time 
apeeohesof the (ipposieion, but would look 
back to the period when that party were in 
power to see what they had done. He hoped 
that the district would never again find it- 
self in.tbe position just stated, where an ap- 
propriation' of $1,600 for river improve- 
ments had been lost through the neglect of 
the representative to call attention to the 
matter. (Applause.) He moved the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

" Tnat after hearing the Premier's ex- 
planation of the policy of bis government 
and Mr. Bryden's replies to the questions 
asked him regarding thia immediate dis- 
trict, wo pledge ourselves to do all in our 
power by vote and influence to elect him a 
member of tho House of Assembly for the 
Northern division of the Nanaimo diatriot 
i»t the next election." 

Richard Wallace briefly ond neatly sec- 
onded the resolution, stating that having 
fared so tadly under the representation of 
the oppoatciou he thought that they might 
now well try the government side. (Ap- 
plauae ) 

A standing vote was taken on tho resolu- 
tion, and u was e*rruid with only four dis- 
senlieutB, these merely ri«ing in response to 
the call for tho un-jt, and offdriug no ox- 
pi-inai.ioii. 

.\lr. Uickinaon moved a vote of thanks to 
the Premier f'lr hia attendance at the meet- 
ing, and iu doing so expressed his opinion 
that what had been heard from that hon, 
gentleman would disabuse the minda of his 
hearnrs of a great deal that had been told 
them ugainst tho government. Ho wished 
to include iu the vote of thanks an expres- 
sion of hearty welcome. 

Tho resolution was seconded by Mr. 
Knight and carried unauimously, amidst 
great applause, 

Hon. Mr. Davio in response said 
he wished to express his appreciation 
of the kindness shown to him at this meet- 
ing, and the way in which ho had been re- 
ceived by the people of the district. It was 
bis intention, he said, co go from one end of 
the province to the other, and though itwas 
not his expectation to Answer everything al- 
leged by the opposition, if he could succeed 
in exposing their principal fallacies he 
thought bo would have served a useful pur- 
pose. He predicted for the government 
party the hearty endorsation of the people, 
for if they were able to vindicate themselves 
they could aafoly trust to the common sense 
of the community. If Korth Nanaimo re- 
turned Mr. Bryden, as be felt coafident 
would be the case, he would second that 
gentleman's efforts to look after the inter- 
ests of tho district, which in Mr. Bryden's 
hands ho felt sure would not be neglected. 
(Applause.) 

\V. J. Sutton, who had some time before 
been invited to speak, but had thought it 
better to wait until tho inimediato business 
of tho meeting had been diapoted of, now 
took tho platform, amidst applause. He 
said ho felt that hia cnnntc'Lion with the 
district, in ihj lumber intiuttry, during tho 
past seventeen years, warranted him in 
coming out as a candidate for tho Cowichuu- 
Alberni district, us a supporter of the pres- 
ent government. He commended that gov- 
ornment for its liberal policy, with which 
he contrasted the narrow policy cf tho 
opposition led by Hon. Mr. Beavon, who 
would shut down on imijrovements ot all 
kinds. Ho cnniplinientcd Mr, Bryden for 
the sound common aonso ho had shown in 
his address to thia meeting. (Applause,) 

Hon. Mr. D.ivie moved a vote of thanks 
to tho chairman, Mr. Pillar, to whom, he 
said, all present should feel grateful for tho 
able manner in which ho had fulfilled tho 
duties of presiding officer. Ho contrasted 
tho splendid gathering of to day with tho 
miserable failure of the attempt to hold 
an opposition meeting in thia hail a few 
nights ago, when a few people — eiaht, ho 
was told — presumed to apeak as " We, tho 
farmers of Engliehman's River." (Laughter ) 
Tho incident reminded him of the three 
tailors of Tooley street who called them- 
selves " We, the people of Eugland." (Re- 
newed laughter.) In tha light of tho facts, 
the statement that the alleged meeting en- 
dorsed tho priiiciDles of the Nanaimo Re- 
form Club, and th; principles of the oppo' 
sition generally, " without a dissnnting 
voice " (laughter), is not very noteworthy, 
(Applause, ) 

Tho vote of thanks was seconded by jMr. 
Bryden and carried unanimously. The 
meeting then dispersed, after nearly three 
hours of highly inlereiiting proccedinj^s.

Father 
da Bassano, who belonged to tho order of 
Franoiaoane. Thia order haa for a long time 
had the privilege of furnishing the preachers 
to tho Pope during Lent. Hia Holineaa was 
always present during their sermons, sur- 
rounded by all hia court. Aa regards his 
oonfeaaor, tho Popo chose him as ho pleased. 
Tho confessor of tho Popo receives a salary 
of a crown, or five franca (about §2 50) a 
day. On account of the retrenchment in, 
aiatod on in all departments of tho Vatican, 
Leo XIII reduced this by half. Following 
the example of the Pope, a number of Car- 
dinals have Capucina for confessors, among 
others Cardinal Bonaparte. The latter is 
extremely scrupulous. Ha confesses several 
times a day, and often when he goes out for 
a drive or walk he takes his confessor with 
him, as he has an extreme horror of dying 
without having confeaaed.

Thia led them 
to iD<[uire how he ciiiie there. Thi-y were 
told mat tho Cowichan Indiana had found 
him three wetka iigo ou unotla-r island and 
had taken him with them to the Indian eet- 
tlement on Kupor island. The boy's atory 
was that two men had left him on the island 
where the Indians disoovered him — that he 
belonged to the American side and wanted 
to get home again. The lad is described as 
a smart, bright lad, apparently some 13 
years old and he is making himself gener- 
ally useful, belpinf; the Indians until the 
feast is over, when aime American lodtaca 
belmgin,^ to the Luroy island iu the vicinity 
of Whatcom, have promised to take him 
back with them to Whatoom. Two of the 
Indians from whom Mr. McNeill gathered 
thia information uro George Chipnian and 
Dj,vid, both of them livo on tho Songheea 
reaorve, John II. Ward, Willie Palmer's 
atep-father, left yesterday for Houry island 
belore thia new ioformation was rectived, 
where lie will carefully look for the lad or 
his body, hia theory being that the boy hud 
been buried there.

Taco.ma, April 25 —Tho lease for tho fair 
grounds came yesterday, granting the use 
of the entire forty acres between the ex- 
position building and Sound for a term of 
two years, froo of charge. Ita arrival opeua 
the way for active work. The laat obalaole 
is overcome. 

President Bucey has sot next Saturday at 
S o'clock in the morning as the time to 
begin tho clearing of tho grounds. It will bo 
made tho occasion of u. gmnd celebration. 
Mayor Orr, in addition to invitations to tho 
different mayori, will extend a special invi- 
tation to Governor McGraw, which will bo 
signed by all tho directors of 
tho luteratite fair. Goi^ernor Mc- 
Graw is expectod to turn tho lirat 
shovel of earth, after an opening address hy 
President Bucey, outlining tho objecta and 
purposes of tho fair, and an address of wel- 
come by Mayor Orr. After Governor Mo- 
Graw'a historic shovel of earth has been 
turned, responsive addreesee are to be made 
by various visitlDft mayors. 

All Saturday will be devoted to the 
olearing, in which men of every occupation 
are expected to participate, Prosidont 
Bnoey says he desires that they shall tako 
lunches and have something of a picnic with 
their labors. The clearing bee is to con- 
tinue till Tuesday evening, and longer if ne- 
cessary for the burning of all logs and tho 
removal of all the brush and trees, 
except those that have been marked to 
remain. The labor for this bee is of course 
to bo contributed. 

The i:aturol objects which President Bu- 
cey haa decided to leave standing aro 
deiiao thickets along tho slopes of the 
canyon that divides tho grounda into two 
parts, also huge recks and many small 
clusters of evergreen trees. The cleared 
parts will bo sodded and ornamont- 
od, tho natural spots remaining as 
parks to add to the pictureaquoness 
of the scene. A wide gravel walk will ex- 
lend from tho top of the grounda along the 
east slope of tho cinyon to the water front, 
where a railway depot will be erected and 
a landing provided. At the mouth of thia 
canyon, and in about tho centre of the 
grounds, is to be a lake covering an aero 
area, A oO-foot waterfall will bo the outlet 
of the lake. 

President Bucey has received a letter 
from J. H. Stiles, commisaionor for (Ircat 
Britain, the East Indioa and liritiah colonies 
at tho Midwinter fair, saying : " If you will 
bo kind enough to send me full partioulais 
of your forthcoming Interstate fair, I may 
be ablo to suggest something of advan- 
tage." 

What this "something of advantage" 
may bo Mr- Bucey does not know exactly, 
but haa good reason to believe that the 
commissioner will suggest the pro- 
priety of removing the British ex- 
hibit at tho Midwinter Fair to the In- 
tjratato Fair. The exhibit is very elab- 
orate, containing many ancient curios with 
which hietory deals a great dc»l but which 
few people ever have a chanco to see. Be- 
sides these, of course, are specimens of 
mechanical workmanship, art, tapestry, 
carvings and a hundred other things of in- 
terest. 

HAWAIIAN ELECTIONS. 

The KnyiiUsta Protest Against Haste In Milking 
the CoiistitutlDii— Many DlBtrlcts 
Controlled by I'liuiters. 

San" Fhan'uisl'O, April 25. — Tho United 
Picua correspondent at Honolulu, writing 
under date of April .,9, by the echooner 
Aloha, which arrived 'this morning, saye : 

A mubS meeting, to bo bold at Palace 
tquare on tho evening of tho 9ih Inst., waa 
called by leading Hoyalials to coneider what 
course ahould bo followed hy them aa to the 
cniniiig election. Thcjy will protest againat 
haato in making the conatitulion, and will 
eapecially advise the people not to rotjister 
and lake tho oith, on tho ground that such 
action would vitialu their ajipi^al madu to 
Goi'LTcaa. 

Tho royalists claim that the prescribed 
oaih to bupport and bc!u- true allegiance to 
the provisional govornment will cause any 
foreigner who takes it to forfeit allegiance 
to his country. Great elTorta are being 
made by the royalists to deter foreigners 
from voting on these grounds. 

The Portuguese consul general has ex- 
pnasud the opinion that the oitizenship of 
Portugueeo subjects will not be in any way 
afifflcted by the registration oath. 

U, S. Minister Willis, being interviewed 
on the 7 th on this question, declined to 
furnisli any authoritativo ruling, having re- 
ferred the subject to Washington, and ex- 
pected that an early reply would be ro- 
ceivod. Ho, however, pointed out what 
appears to be a decisive precedent estab- 
lished in 1882 by Frolinghuyson and in 1889 
by Bayard, eetabliohing the doctrine that 
taking such an oath aa the ono now pre- 
scribed does not invalidate cii iz -.nahip. 

Special intiuiry aa to tho political situa- 
tion in the islands of Maui and Hawaii show 
that moat of tho diatrict organiz itiona uro 
U'.rolled by the adherents of tho planter 
interest. They adopt the labor plank of tho 
Union platform, which approves tho further 
admission of Ghineso under certain rostrio- 
tions as to employment in any other than 
agricultural labor. They reject tho abso- 
lute exclusion of Aaiatic labor, which was 
afterwarda adopted by the American Union 
party. Tho party diviaion on this question 
is daily becoming more pronounced. Many 
anti-Aaiutio whites go so far a a to postpone 
registering until the question ia decided. 
Thoy say, however, thao they will register 
if tho government promiaes to submit tho 
constitution to ratitication by the votes of 
all persons already registered, This, the 
government hesitates to sesent to, us they 
do not know how many rtydiats might then 
rej;ihtcr fni the auko of r( j -ctiug it.
